AIDS is a terrible disease affecting everyone, especially peo¬ 
ple of the third world countries of Africa. Seventy percent of 
all the people with the infection are in the developing countries. 

AIDS is caused by the HIV virus. Victims lose the ability 
to fight off diseases. A person may have the virus for a long 
time before it eventually develops into AIDS. One of the 
main avenues of its spread in sub-Saharan Africa is through 
heterosexual transmission. As a result, we find a large pro¬ 
portion of infected women who may give birth to infected 
children. 

In Africa, nearly six million people are infected, of whom 
one million have developed the disease. Nearly eighty percent 
of the infected women in the world are in Africa. 

South Africa officially reports 1,000 cases of AIDS and 
about 1,000 deaths due to AIDS, but experts believe the number 
is five-to-ten times greater. At a time when every available 
cent should be spent on education and the building of houses, 
the government will soon be forced to spend billions to care 
for AIDS patients. 

In Uganda, if someone died in a particular village, the 
people there wouldn’t work for several days. Deaths due 
mainly to AIDS are now so rapid that it is not rare to find 
burials taking place daily. 

The AIDS epidemic is sweeping through Zimbabwe. Thus, 
employers are forced to test for the disease and to screen 
much more carefully. Ignoring policy warnings from the 
Ministry of Health not to carry out such pre-employment and 
post-employment testing, some companies are including AIDS 
testing in routine medical examinations. 

AIDS is a disease found throughout the world, not only in 
Africa. Many developed countries like Canada, France and 
Japan also have great problems with AIDS. Many people once 
believed only homosexuals could get AIDS, but they were wrong. 
Many heterosexuals have the disease. No one is immune to 
the virqs. 

People around the world are getting educated about how 
to protect themselves. They know what the disease does and 
how it can be transmitted from one person to another.

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Anti-Abortion Committees Formed

Is abortion murder? This is a question that is being 
asked a lot lately because of the strong rise in abortions. 
The Catholic Church is against abortion, and has now ordered 
every Catholic parish to start a committee against it. If you are 
interested in joining this committee, ask your parish priest. 

According to a doctor at a “Risk Management Seminar" 
back in September, there are new ways to have an abortion 
for pregnancies in the second and third trimesters. One new 
technique is called “Dilation & Evaluation." D & E is used 
widely during the 13th to 27th weeks of pregnancy. Surgical 
tools are used to dismember the baby's body and crush the 
skull while it is still in the uterus. The dismembered body 
parts are then removed with ring forceps. 

The other more gruesome technique is called Dilation & 
Extraction. In this abortion, a doctor uses ultra sound to 
identify how the unborn baby is situated in the uteris. After 
locating the baby, he uses forceps to grab it by the leg and 
pull it out of the mother up to the neck so the baby’s spine 
is upright. The abortionist then thrusts a pair of blunt-tipped 
surgical scissors into the skull. He then opens the scissors to 
enlarge the wound. After removing the scissors he inserts a 
catheter into the baby's skull and sucks out the brain. When 
the skull collapses, the doctor delivers the baby, using forceps 
to remove the placenta. 

These are just a few of the procedures done in abortions. 

If after reading this you do want to help stop it, ask your 
parish priest about the committeee.

Samuel Beckett's KRAPP'S LAST TAPE 
-Viewed On Field Trip-

On April 1, three English 
Humanities classes and one 
Survey Art class took a field 
trip to the Classic Stage Com¬ 
pany Theatre to see the one- 
man play by Samuel Beckett 
called “Krapp’s Last Tape," 
starring John Seitz as 
‘Krapp.' 

People often shy away from 
one-person plays. You must 
understand, as the teachers 
expressed to the students, this 
is an off-Broadway production 
and not a flamboyant play, 
such as Jelly's Last Jam or 
Les Miserables. This, how¬ 
ever, didn't make the perfor¬ 
mance less magnificent. You 
must keep an open mind when 
you go to see this play in 
order to fully enjoy it. The 
theatre is small but homey, 
which gave the play a better 
effect. 

The play was surprisingly 
funny and odd. The character 
‘Krapp’ is a 69-year-old man 
who enters upon the stage that 
appears to be an old boathouse. 
He's dressed in ragged clothes, 
looking old and tired from life. 
As the theatre darkens and 
only a single boathouse light 
shines upon the stage, Krapp 
appears frightening. This im¬ 


mediately draws you deeper 
into the play. 

The play's satire is centered 
in the beginning around 
Krapp’s childhood / adulthood 
fascination and addiction to 
bananas. You can’t help but 
laugh when he dangles a care¬ 
fully peeled banana from his 
mouth, that he then bites into, 
and carelessly lets it drop into 
his hand. Then, like a child, 
he paces the stage, gobbling 
up this banana. Carelessly he 
then slips on the peel. 

I feel this whole scene shows 
you the true human side of 
this character and takes away 
the ghostly, old man appear¬ 
ance of ‘Krapp.’ 

Seitz as Krapp in this play 
listens to these tape recordings, 
during which he occasionally 
throws a fit when he inter¬ 
prets himself. He began to 
make these recordings in his 
early twenties. But this 69th 
birthday he listens to a spe¬ 
cific tape and traces his way 
back to his past. 

Krapp really makes you 
think personally about your 
own life in the end. I felt 
sympathetic towards him be¬ 
cause he chose talent over love, 
and at 69 he realizes he missed 
something essential out of life 


that everyone needs to experi¬ 
ence and feel at least once. 

This play helps you rethink 
the decisions you make and 
ultimately presents you with 
the question of “What if I 
chose to do this instead, or 
perhaps do both?" 

For people especially inter¬ 
ested in art, as pointed out 
by Mr. Turturro, at the after¬ 
play discussion, the play pre¬ 
sents you with cubism and 
many symbols that enhance the 
production, such as the dark- 
ncss/light contrast in the 
theatre. 

What to me is the best fea¬ 
ture of the whole experience 
of “Krapp's Last Tape" is find¬ 
ing out how different John 
Seitz is from his character, 
‘Krapp.’ You realize he is a 
great artist. I actually felt I 
was fooled in a positive way, 
because the character Krapp 
brought out many feelings and 
thoughts in me. Then the art¬ 
ist turns out to be totally dif¬ 
ferent. This is what is so 
great about the actor himself 
in “Krapp's Last Tape." 

The play should be seen, for 
the great experience of a man's 
life it takes you through. It 
runs a little more than an 
hour.
